THE SPITE FENCE 


Historical Log Cabin Seminary at 
AltenburK 
“ Mi*sourianism,” 
signifying in 
Lutheran literature a strict 
ad- 
herance to tim e-honored dogmas, 
has its origin in 1839, when the 
Reverend M artin Stephan and the 
greater part of his band of some 
650 Saxon em igrants 
settled 
in 
Perry county. 
Before these edu­ 
cated Germ ans were comfortably 
housed they built in the Missouri 
wilderness a log cabin seminary 
and this institution, through 
the 
influence of its teachers and grad­ 
uates. has given the word 
"Mis- 
sourianism ” international signifl- 
nnce, influenced the organization 
of the largest Lutheran Synod in 
America, and was the beginning 
of Concrodia Theological Semin­ 
ary 
at 
Clayton, 
Missouri, 
the 
world's largest Lutheran sem in­ 
ary. 
Ambitious were the beginnings 
which brought forth 
such 
out­ 
standing results. 
The leaders of 
the group proposed to develop on 
the Missouri frontier 
a 
central 
European institution 
of 
educa­ 
tion. 
On December 9, 1839, nine­ 
ty-nine years ago this week, they 
opened at Dresden, Perry County, 
a small settlem ent one mile east 
of Altcnburg, a single-room 
log 
cabin seminary. 
The curriculum 
of this sem inary was based upon 
that of the German 
gymnasium, 
and required six years of study 
with special emphasis upon He­ 
brew. Latin and Greek. The plan 
was to give full instruction in all 
branches preparatory to the G er­ 
man 
university 
course. 
After 
.graduating from the gymnasium a 
student who wished to become a 
m inister was eligible to enter the 
sem inary for three years of 
in­ 
tensive training in theology. 
The first 
full 
time 
teacher, 
Candidate J. Goenner, was 
em ­ 
ployed in 1843, one year after the 
sem inary had been moved to Al- 
tenburg. Although the first pupils 
w ere men, women as well could 
be enrolled. 
However, in spite of 
a Lutheran tradition of education 
dating back to the founder, M ar­ 
tin Luther, and the presence 
in 
the colony of a considerable num ­ 
ber of educated people, the 
in- 
-stitution seems to have never had 
a large enrollm ent—eight in 1843 
and nine in 1849. 
The school was profoundly in­ 
fluenced by the action of the Mis­ 
souri synod, which was organized 
on April 27, 1847, and a resolu­ 
tion which was adopted by 
that 


body asking that all private insti­ 
tutions be placed under the aus­ 
pices of the 
synod. 
The 
Perry 
county Lutherans gave their con­ 
sent in 1848. 
The next year the 
St. Louis congregation made 
an 
offer of two acres of land and $2,- 
000 in cash, and 
the 
institution 
wfas moved to the metropolis. The 
cornerstone of the new 
building 
was laid on November 8, 
1849, 
and 
in 
December. 
Professor 
Goenner and nine pupils 
moved 
from Altenburg to St. Louis. 
There were men 
among 
the 
early teachers and students who 
made a noted contribution to the 
development 
of 
the 
Lutheran 
Church in Missouri. Carl Ferdin­ 
and Wilhelm W alther, possibly the 
greatest Lutheran of his genera­ 
tion, was one of the builders and 
first teachers and the president of 
the faculty from 1849 to his death 
in 1887. 
He was the chief organ­ 
izer and first president of the Mis­ 
souri synod. Pastor J. F. Buengcr, 
another of the builders and early 
teachers, founded the 
Lutheran 
Hospital and Orphan Home in St. 
Louis, F. J. Biltz, one of the first 
pupils, founded St. Paul’s College 
at Concordia, Missouri, while 
J. 
A. F. W. Mueller, the first grad­ 
uate, and others 
promoted 
the 
w’ork of the church in the State. 
The influence 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Lutherans in holding the church 
to its original doctrines and a lit­ 
eral interpretation of the 
Bible 
has gained for the orthodox move­ 
ment the title "M issourianism.” 
Plans are now under way 
for 
the observation nf the 100th an­ 
niversary of the landing of 
the 
Saxons in Perry County, and 
a 
replica of the log cabin seminary 
has been erected on the campus of 
Concordia Seminary. 
On July 17, 
| 1939, religious services will com­ 
memorate the founding 
of 
the 
sem inary and in the fall of 1939 
the centennial of the settlement 
in Perry County will be duly cele­ 
brated.
